Dear Mr. Cheong: 

On January 16, 2014, Lafarge submitted an Optimization Report for its Joppa, Illinois Kiln 1 
regarding the operation of the selective catalytic reduction (SCR) control device pursuant to the 
Consent Decree (CD) referenced above. The Illinois Environmental Protection Agency and the United 
States Environmental Protection Agency (U.S. EPA) ( collectively the "Governments") have reviewed 
the Optimization Report. 

During the demonstration period, Lafarge states that they will maintain a reagent injection rate 
of 10.60 liters per minute, which is equivalent to a 1.39 molar ratio, based upon the results of the 
optimization period. 

The Governments approve this Optimization Report. Nothing in this letter shall preclude 
enforcement or additional requirements established within future permits, or federal or state 
regulations.
